He is showing how science and philos- 
ophy confirm the revelations of the Bible, 
out of whoso inspired pages tho humble 
evangelist never moves; and in all bis .mas- 
terly generalizations in science, and excur- 
sions into tho interior provinces of mental 
philosophy, he, somehow, finds his way 
through the same central cross—to the same 
overmastering human necessities for the 
same simple but divine Gospel preached in 
the Tabernacle.

in starting tears and subdued prayers. 
Paul before the jailer at Philippi, and Paul 
at Mars Hill before tbe learning of Athens, 
was tbo same apostle, and preached the 
same Gospel, although his modes,, and illus- 
trations varied.

A few 
moment's boiling is enough, then strain tho 
water with the juice of (he lemons; put a 
pound of white sugar to a pint of the juice- 
boil ten minutes; bottle it, and your lemon, 
ode is ready. 
Put a teaspoouful or two of 


this syrup in a glass of water, and you have 
a cooling, healthful drink.
